13 Cct 1944. A plane crash near Manchester called for M. P. escorts. Lt . 9. M. Smith 
and Sgt Harry DeKate took the trip in a rain storm. Debate's motorcycle died on the 
way back and Lt . Smith towed him into camp, flhile doing so, nearly had several spills 
on the wet pavement. Another crash near Rainhill called for guards. The pilot of the 
plane was killed instantly and the plane was ready for salvage. 

17 Cct 1944. "Black Maria" left for another trip to 2912th Dis Tng Ctr. Bure is a 
good buggy for euch trips. Capt Gordon of the 1289th MP outfit was the accompany¬ 
ing officer. The ooya are out familiarizing themselves on the pistol range. Avery- 
one seems to enjoy firing although the rainy weather has dampened the spirits some. 
Scores didn't run too high on the average but some boys did esceptionally well. May¬ 
be they are the Texas cowooys or the Kentucky Hillbillies, who knows? 

22 Oct 1944. The MP's shared the glory in today's football game between the rhoto 
Group and BAD jfl. They shone brightlyin their white gloves, lanyards and newly 
painted white shielded motorcycles. The ^/Sergeant three of his boys were color guards 
and upheld the 890th outfit with a neat job. Scores 3AD jfl - 18. LightingB - 0. 

23 G c t 1944. The remainder of the boys fired today.Those on duty last week caught it 
today making the firing complete. The town patrol is preparing for a big drive against 
AWOL'b. A L42 hour ETO restriction begins at 6 AM tomorrow. All email nearby towns 
are being covered as well as Warrington, 

25 Cct 1944. The restriction ended with 128 arreBte oy our Military Police. Borne 
were AtfOL's but mostly all short over-stays of passes. Cpl Karl Schauer had one G.I. 
try to get away from him near Canada Hall but the Gorparal ran him down after a chase 
through the aeea. 

29 v ct 1944. The town patrol and motorcycle section have been going full blast lately. 
Today they had another football game to handle. Traffic was heavy and a huge cro^wd, 
mobbed the stadiam. Our BAD ^1 army team beat the U.S, Navy team 3 to 0.

23 November 1944* Cpl Julius Bakes, Pvt Edward Callan and Lt* John Streza took a 

load of prisoners down to 2912th Die Tng Ctr. One was to be hanged for murder and 

rape the next day- "Black Maria*' did the job again with no mishape* 

24 November 1344, Cpl Humberto Azua was caught e-le^ping-on^guard while down at 182d 

General Hospital. Lt George Sigler went down today to get him and take another guard 


down. No evidence on Cpl Azua naa produced so he was dismissed without trial.

6 January 1945. 

2 December 1944 . A little Anglo-American trouble yesterday caused St. Helens to be 
put "OFF LIMITS" to American troops. put six men over there patrolling the town.

3 December 1944. Major Kritzer and Cpi Papp took off today to pay the boye on Tem¬ 
porary duty at AAF Station 519.

Two prisoners, 3ragg and Allison, escaped from the post prison 
over night. B®th had just been released from solitary. A command car was reported 
stolen from Site # 2. Also the officers barracks at Site § 2 waa ransacked with 
some money and clothes reported missing. Could nave been the pirsoners work. An¬ 
other detail of boys went to the range today. The two escaped prisoners, Bragg and 
Allison, were picked up in Stoke-on-Trent by the MP’s there, ^uick recovery'. 

9 December 1944 . Pvt Arthur Seher did the best job of guard duty and heroism both 
for himself and the company in a long time. Pvt Seher captured four German prisoners 
who were frying to fly to Germany with an American Marauder. Pvt Seher, posted as 

a sentinel on a parking area, spoted a flicker of light in the nose of one plane. 

He investigated and at the point of his gun marched four Germans away from the plane 
to a hangar. There ha called the Corporal of the Guard and turned the prisoners 
over at the Post Prison. *Vt Seher ms given a lot of rightly deserved praise and 
granted a S day pass along with a trip to London to do some broadcasting over Inter¬ 
national hook-ups. 

14 December 1944 . Ton (10) £M now on temporary duty at AAF Station 519 are now 
attached there for rations, quarters and administration. Pvt Seher returned from 
London and received hie 48-hour pass on return. 

16 December 1944. 1st Sgt Robert J Lyman returned from Det "A”, 890th MP Co to take 
over duties as First S 9 rgeant.

Haiff from Detachment "A", 890th MP Company (At a), arrived this evening to take over 
the first Sergeant Job, Ho was aeting first Sergeant of the detachment for the pest 
several months. 

7 July 1945. At 1245 hours todgy a call from headquarters instructed us to have 

an additional 18 high pointers ready for a 1400 hour shipment. It was the impossible 
but we didn't do to badly be getting 3 men in from pats, elsaring the Ski through 
supply, and getting Oortiflentes of Phyeie&l fitness for each man by 1600 hours. 

The man leaving left behind a few vaeanelee in N.0,0* grades. The boys are sweating 
out who will get them if we are permitted to fill the vacancies. 

9 July 1945. Ffe Prod R Arson loft on a pass for a peaceful trip to Uaneherter. Short¬ 
ly after arriving there he fell on the curb of a sidewalk, broke a bone in his ankle 
and was moved to tho 168th station Hospital for observation and treatment.
